THE POLICY OF CONQUEST. 


Will Keep Forto Rico, but May Let the 
Philippines Go. 

London, June 23.—The Washington cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mail, on the au- 
thority of a prominent member of the cab- 
inet, says: “The government has not yet 
formulated a definite policy as to the Phil- 
ippines and Porte Rico, but while indispos- 
ed to retain the Phillppines, it will not 
allow them again to bé subject to Spanish 
rule. If the independénce of the Philip- 
pines proves a failure the istands perhaps 
might be sold, preferably to Great Britain, 
Porto Rico might be permanently retained, 
owing to its proximity to the United States 
and its strategic value.’ 


THERE WAS NO MUTILATION. 


Surgeon Van Reypen Denies That 
Spaniards Mutilated Dead Men. 
Washington, June 22%-A letter has been 
received here by Surgeon Van Reypen, 
of the hospital ship Sd@lace, which the of- 
ficials think disproves the report that the 
Spaniards mutilated the bodies of the ma- 
rines who had been khaled in the battle of 
Guantanamo bay. The surgeon who wrote 
the letter had an oppertunity to examine 
the dead as well as the wounded and he 
writes to Dr. Van Reygen on the suDject as 
follows: ‘‘The wound of exit is an entirely 
different wound from%that made by the 
Lee (rifle). It is a ve ugly opening and 
led some to suppose that the mrst aead 
had been mutilated. This ts now believed to 

be an error.”’

london, June 22.—The marquis of Lansdowne, secretary of state for war, address- 
ing the conservative unions of London this evening, indorsed the recent Birmingham 
speech of the secretary of state for the colonies, in which Mr. Chamberlain express- 


ed the hope that the day would come when the stars and stripes and the union 


jack would wave together over an Anglo-Saxon alliance. Lord Lansdowne said he 


found nothing in Mr. Chamberlain’s speech to offend the common sense or pa- 
triotism of the people of Great Britain. 

‘“‘We should be wanting in foresight,”’ he continued, “if we failed to realize that 
the time might come when our revenues would no longer flow so freely, when tne 
British taxpayer would grow weary of building more and more battleships and 
raising more and more battalions, and when, whether we liked 


it or not, we might have to consider whether we could afford 


to stand alone.”’

ENGLAND IS WHOLLY FRIENDLY TO AMERICA 


France Is an Enemy and Is Only Held 
from Hostile Action by but 


One Man.

London, June 22.—Dr. Chauncey M. De- 
pew has partly recanted his opposition to 
imperialism as the result of the ; latest

Requested by the correspondent of the 
Associated Press to swmmarize his views 
of French and English opinion on war 
questions, Dr. Depew said: 

“The sentdément inference is about what 
it would be in the United States if Eng- 
land and France were fighting, and every 
paper in the United States were daily 
abusing the French, denouncing the 
justice of their going to war, picturing 
them as a race of robbers, shopkeepers ana 
pigs, declaring that England was poor and 
Was the under dog and holding up*France 
as actuated by nothing but a pure brute 
desire to steal England's property. 

Only One Man in the Way. 

“That's what all the papers bul three 
are doing in France. When we also con- 
sider that France and Spain are both of 
the Latin race, and of the same religion 
and that Frenchmen have hundreds of 
millions invested in Spain, we need not be 
surprised that the feeling there js prac- 
tically unanimous against us. I think 
Only one man prevents this fecling taking 
acute form. That is ™M. Hanotaux, the 
minister of foreign affairs. But for him 
the French chamiber of deputies might have 
taken action openly siding with Spain. 
There is no doubt that had Manila been 
&@ Spanish victory there would have been 
an illumination of Paris. It Was on ac- 

count of this sentiment that I endeavored 
to give the cause of the war when the 
Temps and Matin asked for interviews. 
I wag told it was ae revelation § to the 
French, and led to material modification 
of French opinion. They had not heard 
of our side before.”’ 

When the talk turned to England, the 
interviewer suggested that the sympathies 
of the British aristocracy were largely 
with the Spaniards. Dr. Depew said 
had not found them so. “I have met with 
many of them during my visit,’’ he said, 
“and found them all enthusiastically with 
us. The women are all with us. That is 
the best test. The majority of the people 
go not want a mere understanding; they 
want a hard and fast alliance, if con- 
tinental Europe ‘intervened on the side of 
Spain, between us as far as 'we were willing 
to make an alliance. 

The Division Ahead. 


**Their idea of the policy of imperialism is 
that it could be worked very successfully 
between the two nations. They ere unan- 
imously in favor of our keeping the -Phil- 
ippines and make no distinction between 
our making Cuba a republic or keeping it 
ourselves. The result, they say, would be 
the same.”’ 

He was asked if this opinion of imperial 

policy had changed, Dr. Depew replied: 
. There are difficulties in our position 
which did not exist when I took it up. New 
conditions are arising all tne winile with 
the progression of the war which make it 
difficult to keep out or get out of this col- 
Onization business. We must take into 
view the temper of our people, who woud 
certainly never give any colonies back to 
Spain. Transferring them or any of them 
to any European power would lead to a 
European war in sixty days. It looks as 
though we wou.d have to paint our white 
elephant brown and teach him to work.”

Raleigh, N. C., June 22.—(Special.)—There 
was an exciting scene at the governur’s of- 
floe today in which Governor nussell and 
City Editor Bagley, of The Times-Visitor, 
were participants, Bagley is a’ brother of 
Ensign Worth Bagley, who was the first 
officer killed in tae war. ‘The affair is 
town talk.

‘‘As soon as I entered the room Governor 


Russell stepped from his desk, saying loud- 
ly and cursing: #You are the man who 
published an article. slandering a white 
lady at my house.’ I order you out of my 
office.’ 

“I replied that I had never slandered any 
lady or any one in nis house. He became 
furious, stepped back to his desk, put his 
hand in a drawer, and said: ‘It’s a lie. 
You slandered a white lady and printed 
lies.” I retorted [ had never printed lies 
about anybody, and no matter how big the 
man, govecnor or not, he could not bully 
me and what he said was a lie. When I 
said this he was standing in front of his 
desk. I could see he was fingering a pistol. 
He almost shouted: ‘You can't insult me 
in my office.’ In reply I said 1 know I1 
can’t insult you in your office. You can’t 
b2 insulted. Nothing I could say would be 
aa. insult to you. Nothing said by you 
would be an insult to me. 

“TI returned to the office of the private 
secretary. The latter attempted to per- 
suade me that the govermor was angry 
and would regret, and I should let the mat- 
ter drop. He acknowledged that the gov- 
ernor, besides keeping the pistol in his 
drawer, kept a double-barreled shotgun 
loaded in his office, and said the governor 
was liable to be attacked at any time. L‘eu- 
tenant Harlowe was able to see in the desk 
drawer, and stated to me that he saw _.the 
governor finger _the pistol. The article 
which the governor referred to was about 
the arrest of a thief at the executive man- 
sion last February.’ A few days after the 
publication the governor bought a number 
of copies of the. paper containing the re- 
port. I never ‘heard that the governor tcok 
exceptions to anything in the article. He 
treated me until today as he did before the 
publication.” . 


THE CAPTAIN GENERAL TALKS. 


He Tells Why He Cannot Release Hob- 
son Just Now. 

Havana, June 22.—There is absolutely no 
foundation for the report published in the 
United States of an attempt to assassinate 
Captain General Blanco by a member cf 
the volunteers whose brother, it was 
leged, had been shot for complicity in a 
pilot against the government. General 
Blanco enjoys the esteem of ail classes in 
Havana, including the volunteers, and is 
regarded with the utmost confidence as the 
representative of Spanish sovereignty. The 
Cubans admit that they are under obliga- 
tions to General Blanco for the establish- 
ment of autonomy in the island. The pal- 
ace guards are from the voliinteers and 
several officers of thaf body are aids on 
the general’s staff. General Blanco’s pub- 
lic appearances are frequentiy the occasions 
of patriotic demonstrations and that he Pas 
no fear of assassination is shown by the 
fact that he often rides out without escort, 
visiting the fortifications about Havan& 
without the attendance of the usual body-

guard. 

Complete tranquillity relgns in Havana. 
The greatest confidence is felt that the 
Spanish forces will successfflly cope with 
the American soldiers who were yet re- 
ported to have arrived on board transports 
off the harbor of Santiago de Cuba. There 
is great enthusiasm among the troops and 
volunteers, who are all anxious to fight 
against the invaders. 

Captain General Blanco denies that he 
has decided that there shall be no exchange 
ef prisoners with the United States. At 
the same time the captain general says he 
cannot allow the exchange of Lieutenant 
Hobson and the other members of the party 
who sailed the Merrimac into the mouth 
of the harbor at Santiago de Cuwha, for the 
reason that the lieutenant and his com- 
panions had opportunity for seeing the 
harbor and its defenses. The most com- 
mon prudence, the captain general says, 
would forbid that these men be now given 
their liberty as proposed by the United 
States. 

Captain General Blanco added that he had 
not forbidden the approach of vessels bear- 
ing flags of truce, but had only ordered 
that no vessel be permitted to approach 
within six miles of the ghore, so that it be 
made impossible for officers of the United 
States to make drawings of or inspect 
fortresses. ‘

The German consul, acting 
on precise instructions which had just ar- 
rived by the German warship Irene, strong- 
ly opposed the bombardments. These in- 
structions were clear and categorica), and 
emanated directly from Emperur William’s 
cabinet. 

‘lc was then that Admiral Dewey asked 
for re-enforcements ald supplied Aguin- 
aldo with arms. While Germany gathered 
a naval force the intention at Beri.n Was, 
if not to take possession of Manila, at 
least to co-operate in the landing, Admi- 
ral Dewey’s forces not being sufficient to 
protect German interests. Captain Gener- 
al Augusti had, on his part, informed his 
government of the situation, and several 
interviews took place at Madrid with the 
German ambassador, the result being that 
it was decided Captain General Augusti 
should appeal to the foreign warships at 
Manila, including tne American, to protect 
the lives and property of the inhabitants 
against the insurgents. 

“It was an indirect way of capitulating 
while sparing Spanish amour propre. There 
is no doubt Admiral von Diederichs has 
taken command of the forces landed, al- 
though he has not taken possession in be- 
half of Germany. But will he. when the 
American re-enforcements arrive, be will- 
ing to allow his forces to re-embark. The 
whole question lies there.’’

ANOTHER AMENDMENT FILED 


The Local Merchants Do Not Want 
Stock of Goods Sold in 
Atlanta. 


Owing to another amendment filed yes- 
terday morning by Walter. R. Brown and 
Glenn, Slaton & Philips the Moody & 
Brewster case was not tried before Judge. 
Lumpkin yesterday as was predicted. TRis 
amendment is practically the same as the 
first. only that it is more sweeping in its 
nature, 

Several of the attorneys, who had not 
had an opportunity to examine the amend- 
ment, asked for a postponement, which 
Judge Lumpkin granted until Friday morn- 
ing at 9 o’clock, when the case will be 
tried.

The feature of the short hearing yester- 
day morning was the refusal of the rep- 
resentatives of the Fourth National bank: 
to turn over collaterals held by that insti- 
tution on the order of court. It was order- 
ed that a representative of the bank should 
make affidavit of such collaterals, and an 
affidavit was made, but Mr. Spalding stated 
in court yesterday that the affidavit did 
not ecntain what wag wanted, and insisted 
that the documents be shown. - 

Mr. Gray, representing the Fourth Na- 
tional, stated he had no desire whatever 
to conceal the collaterals held by that 
bank,-but Captain Ellis, Mr. Gray’s part- 
ner, followed him and stated he did not 
think he should -be forced to display the 
bank’s private papers unless «the officers 
of the bank desired. 

The most important development in the 
case yesterday was the movement among 
the local retail merchants and jobbers to 
have the receiver dispose-.of the immense 
stock of the defunct firm’s goods outside 
of the city. 

These firms realize that if such a. bot of 
goods is auctioned off or disposed of in 
any manner in Atianta it will materially 
injure their business, and they are deter- 
mined to pave the goods shipped out of 
the city if possible. They have consulted 
several attorneys about the matter, and 
the merchants believe they will carry their 
point.

Lafayette, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—The 
proceedings of the day here are rather 
siow. Several dozen true bills were return- 
ed by the grand jury, but the jury refused 
to make them public with the exception 
of the following: Daniel Debardeleben, a 
seccnd bill; Arthur Harben, Mauge Price, 
Seott Price, W. F. Brooks, Bill Powers, 
Jim Burns, Sam Fanning, Joe Gray, Miles 
Bonds, Dau Wallers, Clifton Hunter and 
a man called “Ben.” Some of these men 
are quite prominent. The Prices are Chat- 
tanooga whisky men. 

The trial jury was dismissed today until 
the grand jury ‘has finished its work. The 
grand jury did not return bills as fast 
as was expected, and it was thought best 
to wait until the prisoners were caught 
before trying them. = 

A committee of the grand jury, headed 
by Senator McFarland, in this district, 
paid a visit to Camp Thomas tonight. The 
committee was appointed to confer with 
General Brooke-and arrange to bring cer- 
tain soldiers to justice. The result of the 
conference could not be learned. 

The grand jury has attempted to indict 
some parties which, if made public, would 
cause an immense sensation. The jury 
made the attempt, but failed, and unless 
certain evidence is brought out tomorrow 
there will be but little done. ge am not 
at. liberty to give names until the matter 
is brought out in court tomorrow. 

The prospects are that court will last 
several days longer and will prove quite 
interesting. 2 

Clash Between Boards. 

Another sensation is brewing. It is ru- 
mored tonight that the board of county 
commissioners and the grand jury have 
clashed. The former held a meeting this 
afternoon and decided to ask the grand 
jury to indict a man of high station whom 
they charge with criminal libel. It is un- 
derstood that the grand jury will refuse 
to find a bill. The court officials are very 
reticent regarding the name of the person 
wao has offended the county board, but 
he is said to be a prominent officer of the 
volunteer army.

CHICKAMAUGA’S 
SICK AND DEAD 


Continued from First Page. 


ent number of surgeons and nurses to 
give attention to the sick. 
Sick with Measles. 

There are many patients at the hospitals 
who are gick with measles. These patients 
of course, are not allowed in the regular 
hospital tents, but are kept some distance 
away in little tents, into which the men 
are jammed with hardly room to turn over, 
There are five or six Georgians in the 
measles department of the Second division, 
First corps, hospital, and I paid a visit to 
them yesterday. [I had known two or 
three of the boys in Macon and Savannah, 
but when the hospital steward asked me to 
point out the men I wanted to see, it was 
impossible to designate the men, for thev 
were all piled up together. There were 
twelve men in each tent in two rows of 
six each. The men were placed with the 
feet of the men on one row towards the 
feet of the men in the other row, and all 
So close as to be touching. There was no 
room ins-:de the tents and no nurses were 
to be seen. The steward in charge showed 
himself to be an accommodating and ap- 
paremly kind and considerate men, but he 
had too much to do and too many patients 
under his care. I asked for one or twa 
other Georgia men who I knew 10 be sick 
and he to!d me that I would have to go to 
the Georgia camp, where I might find them 
in their tents; that it was impossible to 
take any more sick men. He stated that 
he had fifty sick men in the division 
hospita}] and that he could have two or 
three hundred if he had accommodations. 
This division hospital, it will be remember- 
ed, is for but three regiments, and the oth- 
er division hospitals over the park are in a 
similar, and in many cases a worse, con- 
dition. 

Volunteer Relief Agencies. 

Leiter hospital, the general hospital for 
the volunteer camp, is full. This hospital 
is the old Chickamauga hotel, at Chicka- 
mauga, Ga., three miles below Lytle. It 
was bought and presented to the govern- 
ment for hospital services by Mrs. 
L. Z. Leiter, of Chicago. It 
is a fairly good hospital, but does not af- 
ford accommodations for the men who 
should be there. 

The Red Cross Society has begun its work 
here and promises in a small way to do the 
work which the government should now 
be doing. Dr. Gill, of New York, is pre- 
paring to open a medical supply depot here 
for the Red Cross. He will supply al}! 
requisitions for medicines where the goy- 
ernment fails to do its duty. This is the 
case at all times. When a surgeon makes 
@ requisition for medicines it goes through 
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Several useless offices and after the supply 
of red tape is exhausted and the patient 
probably dead, the medicine is sent to the 
surgeon. The Red Cross will provide 
against this evil by filling all delayed re- 
quests. ae 

Milk and ice will be given to the hospitals 
by the Red Cross. Dr. Gill has already ar- 
ranged for a large supply of m&k and will 
provide as much as may be needed. 

The Army and Navy League wil! supple- 
ment the work of the Red Cross. This or- 
ganization will allow each regiment on the 
field from $600 to $1,000 a month, to be used 
in purchasing ‘ce and hospital suppiies. 

The committee of the Illinois Army and 
Navy League, consisting of Dr. Frederick 
Howard Wines, secretary of the Illinols 
board of charities; Major R. W. McClaugh- 
ry and Captain Hartwell Osborne, has 
been at camp three days investigating the 
work of the medica! department. They 
have visited all the hospitals and have fa- 
miliarized themselves with thre conditions. 

A warm roast is given the medical de- 
partment of the army by these charitable 
gentlemen, who represent such a large as- 
sociation. Dr. Wines said that he thought 
the hospital accommodations entirely inad- 
equate and he believed the government too 
neglectful of its sick soldiers. He criti- 
ciseq the plan of leaving sick soldiers in 
their own tents and said that if they were 
not ill enough to be removed to the division 
hospital they should be given the required 
rest, with nursing and special d‘et in a 
roomy tent. He said he had found the sur- 
geons to be without instruments ¢nd appli- 
ances to carry on their work. The supply 
of ice, eggs and milk, with other necessary 
delicacies, he said, was shamefully inade- 
quate. 

According to the members of this investi- 
gating committee the main ¢trength of 
the medical department is always in the 
prevention of disease in camp rather than 
its cure after it has developed. They be- 
lieve that if present conditions are not 
remedied there will be an alarming and 
dangerous spread of disease. Measles and

The committee 
department is poorly organized wita 
wide difference of opinion among the medi- 
cal officers over the proper means of or- 
ganizing the service. They found that in 
some cases the surgeons of regiments had 
been drafted away from their work to 
do division work and their: places left un- 
filled. This in several cases left regiments 
of over 1.0 men with but one assistant 
surgeon, who of course is incompetent to 
care for the regiment. 

The opinion of the medical men who 
have observed the conditions here to a 
very close extent is that the present sys- 
tem of running the medical department is 
a disgrace, 

Delicacies Is the Craze. 


Speaking of the health of the army to- 
day, a member-of General Brooke's staff 
said that in proportion as the ‘‘loving sup- 
plies from home’’ are kept put the health 
will improve. While the kindness of those 
who have friends at the park is highly ap- 
preciated, it is claimed that mamy of the 
boxes of delicacies from a long distance 
reach the park in a very, bad condition, 
being spoiled and wholly indigestible. The 
eating of such food has caused sickness 
in the command, and as a result the eagle 
eyes of officers have been on the watch 
for such packages and they ‘nave been 
often condemned and ordered burned. As 
a rule if these ‘‘good things’’ could reach 
the boys in a reasonable length of time 
they might be tolerated, but persons de- 
siring to remember friends in this way 
would do better to send the cash with in- 
structions what to purchase with it. An 
instance is on record where one of those 
boxes of spoiled pies, cakes, etc., cost the 
boys whom it was to benefit $12.40 express 
charges. The contents of the box thad to 
be burned. 

The Georgia Regiment. 

There will be qwite a change in the Geor- 
gia regiment thi eek when the new ma- 
jor—Robert E. Le penze—comes to take 
his place with the @mmand. Celonei Luw- 
ton is well pleased with the appointirnent 
of Major Spence, and is glad that the two 
Georgia regiments are to have three ma- 
jors each instead of two. 

The work of commanding a regiment of 
men is an immense job, and it Keeps the 
colonel busy from daylight until 12 o'clock 
at night. It is really too much for one man 
and the lieutenant colonel should be free 
to assist in the necessary duties. When 
the lieutenant colonel is forced to com- 
mand a battalion, as Colonel Brooks has 
been, all of the regimental work falls on 
the colonel. Now that Major Spence is to 
take charge of one of the Georgia bat- 
talions, Lieutenant Colonel Brooks will 
have an opportunity to help Colonel Brown. 

Georgia’s state militia has contributed 
sOme splendid officers to the army here. 
Besides the officers of the Georgia regiment 
there are several on staff duty. Colonel 
Varnadoe, of Valdosta, is here on General 
Wilson’s staff as chief cuimmmissary, with 
rank as major. Major H. H. Carlton is 
chief inspector on the same staff. Mr. 
Robert Lee Wylly is chief clerk to Major 
Varnadoe. Mr. Wylly was formerly auju- 
tant of Colonel Varnadoe’s regiment—tne 
Fourth Georgia militia. 

Mr. Howell Peeples, of Atlanta, who 
is the sole freight «gent of the Southern 
railway at this big camp, has been quite 
ill for several days. Mr. Peeples has to 
handle all of the army freight and the 
work has been so great as to very nearly 
prostrate him. Mr. Peeples and the pas- 
senger representatives of the Southern 
have a tent near General Brooke’s head- 
quarters and Messrs. Doll and Billups, of 
the passenger department, live in camp 
like the soldiers. 

The Georgians are nearly all suffering 
from the effects of vaccination. Fifty per 
cent of the members of the First regiment 
are laid up with sore arms. Colonel Law- 
ton stated today that he would have no 
drills until the men recovered.- So far the 
First Georgia has not been given a drill 
ground. 

There are fifty or more large open fields 
on the park property, but all are in use by 
the other regiments and the Georgia men 
will have to scramble around for a place 
to drill.

UF MANILA FIGHT 


Waller Wynn Writes Letter to His 
“ Mother in Madison, 


HE DESCRIBES. THE BATU 


Showing How the Spanish Ships Were 
Sunk by Dewey, 


CUBAN GENERAL PILOTED AMERICANS 


Showed Them’ How To Enter the Har- 
bor and Located the Mines—How 
Americans Stopped Fight- 
ing To Eat Their 
Breakfast. 


Madison, Ga., June 22.—(Special.)—Mrs. R. 
H. Aiken, of this place, hag just received 
a letter from her son, Mr. Welter Wynn, 
giving a detailed account of the battle of 
Manila. Young Wynn enteréd the navy in 
1895, and is now on the cruiser Raleigh, and 
was consequently one of Admiral Dewey's 
heroes. He was born and reared in Madison 
and his friends hcre are very proud of 
him. The letter, written immediately after 


the battle, is as follows: 

“Manila, Philippines, May 4, 1898.—Dear 
Mother: I here take the greatest pleasure 
in writing you a letter. Our ships, five of 
them, and two ‘steamers loaded down with 
coal, came in thig port on the 29th of 
April, over torpedo mines, which appeared 
very dangerous, but no alarm was felt 
by any of us, for we were piloted in by 
a Cuban general who volunteered to do 
this good act for us. Immediately on our 
entrance into the harbor a six-inch gun 
from one of the forts opened fire upon: the 
Raleigh, and was returned by our five-inch 
rapid fire guns. After this we hove to, and 
on Sunday morning, May Ist, we steamed 
in close upon them. There were three forts, 
three first-class cruisers, seven gunboats 
and two torpedo boats. They opened fira 
on us first, and our flagship, the Olym- 
pia, put her eight-inch shot into them like 
pepper. The three Spanish cruisers were 
in line, and so we steamed around in a4 
cirele, going up on one side and coming 
back on the other, so as ta give our guns 
time to cool off, all the time pouring death 
and destruction into the enemy. The Span- 
ish cruisers gave us a good fight. 

“The first shot fired by us struck the 
bridge of the Spanish flagship, Killing 
officers and men and wounding the admi- 
ral. In two hours’ hard fighting we sunk 
two cruisers, after setting them on fire. 
They were in ghallow water and when the 
fire reached the magazines they exploded, 
tearing them almost to pieces. Then Ad- 
miral Dewey steamed out to give the men 
breakfast, and the Spaniards cabled to 
Spain that we were retreating. In the 
meantime they ordered 900 soldiers into 
the forts, expecting us to land, but they 
got left. : 

“After breakfast we came along slowly, 
and the Raleigh put two six-inch shells 
into the fort, doing great damage. Then 
came a Spanish torpedo boat, firing” a tor- 
pedo at the revenue dutter, McCullough, 
but missed ther. The Boston and Raleigh 
returned the fire with two six-inch shells, 
which struck: the torpedo boat square, 
splitting her wide open and sinking her, 
Then another came out, but the McCul- 
lough put two shells into her and she ran 
up on the beach to keep from sinking, 
where we literally beat her into the sand 
with our rapid-firing guns. 

‘In the meantime the rest of the fleet 
were engaged with the other Spanish ships 
and forts, After one hour's fighting we had 
sunk two torpedo boats, one first-class 
cruiser and several gunboats, making in 
all three cruisers, seven gunboats and two 
torpedo boats, besides demdlishing three 
forts. The Spaniards then hauled down 
their flag and hoisted the flag of truce. 
The battle was over. 

“The bravest deed was accomjWished 
by an old Georgia boy, Captain Dyer, of 
the first-class cruiser Baltimore. She 
steamed about a fort and let go all of her 
broadside at once, consisting of two eight- 
inch and six six-inch guns, We thought 
eurely the shock would capsize her, but 
she righted herself and kept peppering 
away until the fort gave up, and she 
steamed out unhurt. 

“Our fleet consists of the flagship Olym- 
pid cruisers Baltimore, Boston and Hal- 
eigh, gunboats Petrel and Concord and the 


{ revenue cutter McClullough. There were al- 


£0 two steamers loaded with coal. 

“A great many Spaniards. were killed 
and wounded and 200 are now in the hos- 
pital. We went on shore at Cavite, de- 
stroyed all guns and magazines and cap- 
tured a large number of men, which we 
are holding as prisoners of war. In moving 
the prisoners a large torpedo wus blown 
up, which sent a stream of water 200 feet 
in the air. This morning the Petrel cap- 
tured a Spahish steamer with 1,700 tons of 
coal. There were none killed on our fleet 
during the battle, but seven were wound- 
ed on the Baltimore. Your true and loving 
son. W. WYNN.”

TIBBS AND HIS BAD CHECK 


Young Man Arrested on a Charge of 
Forgery. 


MERCHANT CASHED THE CHECK 


Police Were Already Looking for Tibbs 
on Another Charge—What

He bought a pair of shoes for $2.25 from 
Irwin, and was given the bdlance of the 
check in cash. / 

All of the money, with the exception of 
69 cents and the shoes, was recovered and 
turned over to Irwin.

He was un- 
tiring in his efforts to attain the utmost 
limit of his capabilities; and if the cause 
of his death is to be found within him- 
Belf, it is due to the zeal with which he 
applied his energies, fboth mind and 
body, to the pursuit of his life’s work. 
As a member of the state legislature 
from Whitfield county, Colonel Glenn 


first came into prominence several years: 


= ago, when quite a young man. He dis- 


tinguished himself as one of the braini- 
est members of the lower house ana 
succeeded in stamping the impress of 
his abilities upon much of the legislation 
enacted during ‘his tenure of publie ser- 
vice. Coming to Atlanta shortly after 
completing his record in the state legis- 
lature, Colonel Glenn immediately iden- 
tified himself with the practice of law in 
this city. He was successful almost 
from the start, obtaining within the 
first two or three years some of the 
most important cases tried in the local 
courts. His fidelity to his clients was 
one of his strongest characteristics, and 
this explains, in a large measure, the 


distinguished prestige which he attained 


at the bar.

tleships: In length, they are to meas- 
ure 368 feet and in width 72 feet. They 
are to aggregate each 11,500 tons dis- 
placement and to draw twenty-three and 
one-half feet of water. In size and 
mechanism they will closely resemble 
the battleship Iowa, one of the strone- 
est members of our present fleet; and 
while they will not be as large as some 
of the new European vessels of the 
same class, they will considerably sur- 
pass any of them in effective fighting 
capacity. They will be covered with 
Harveyized nickel steel sixteen and one- 
half inches thick. 

With respect to the guns of the pro- 
posed battleships they will embody the 
latest improvements in the manufacture 
of such instruments of wholesale death. 
The primary battery of each will con. 
sist of four thirteen-inch turret guns, 
and fourteen six-inch broadside guns, 
while the secondary battery will con- 
sist of twenty-four rapid-fire machine 
guns. The maximum speed of each will 
be seventeen knots. 

Thus it will be seen that the stimulat. 
ing effect of the present war with Spain 
upon the development of the American 
navy has already commenced to make 
itself strikingly apparent. We can no 
longer be the fifth-rate sea, power which 
we have been content to remain in the 
past. Recent events have served to 
open our eyes to the paramount impor- 
tance of building up our fleet: and unless 
something unforeseen prevents, the next 
ten years will make us one of the great- 
est. sea powers of the globe. 


The Georgia Bar Association. 

The approaching session of the Geor- 
gia Bar Association to be held in At- 
lanta on July 7th and gth next, prom- 
ises to be replete with interest, In spite 
of the disturbing effect-of the present 
war which has impelled many of the 
leading practitioners of the state to the 
front, it is expected that the attendance 
will be even larger than usual. 

One ofthe most timely and important 
subjects to be discussed at the approach- 
ing session will be that of criminal law 
reform. This has been one of the most 
urgent needs of the state for some time, 
and there will De widespread interest 
manifested throughout the state over 
the action which the Georgia Bar Asso- 


must say to the credit of this able body 
that it vigorously addressed itself 
at its last session to the evils growing 
out of our lax penal system, and that 
much good resulted from its recommend- 
ations. We believe that equal good 
will accrue from the deliberations of the 
approaching session, and that, in the 
course of time, through the efforts of 
the men whose duty it is to deal with the 
law, there will be no loopholes through 
which the perpetrators of fraud will es- 
cape the consequences of their guilt and 
no methods by which the violators of 
the law will succeed in thwarting the 
ends of justice. Hon. Charlton Battle. 
of Columbus, who introduced measures 
in the last general assembly to carry out 
the recommendations of the Georgia Bar 
Association with respect to the subject | 
of criminal law reform, will lead off in 
the discussion of this subject at the ap- 
proaching session. 

Interesting addresses bearing upon va- 
rious topics of.professional and public 
interest will be delivered by Judge John 
W. Akin, president of the Georgia Bar 
Association; Hon, Joseph R. Lamar and 
others. Incidentally, such matters as 
the advisability of decreasing jury ex- 
emptions, the limitation of the elective 
franchise and the advisability of so 
amending’ the constitrtion as to allow 
municipalities to relieve manufacturing 
companies from taxation will be @dis- 
cussed. On the whole, the approachins 
session of the Georgia Bar Association 
promises to eclipse in interest any of fts 
predecessors.

Civilization While You Wait. 

We desire again to call attention to 
the difference that has always existed 
between the professions of some of our 
eastern brethren and their practices. We 
refer only to the most reputable repub- 
lican newspapers, those that deal in in- 
dependent views in off years and be- 
tween elections. 

On occasion, The Constitution has 
found their independent expressions very 
it has 
seized on some of their most notable 
declarations, and flourished them forth 


fse. It has flourished them forth only 
to be disappointed. ‘When the republi- 
can starter rings his bell, these republi- 
can independents line up at the string 
and move grandly off with the republi- 
can bunch. 

For this reason, we cannot place much 
faith in the violent protestations against 
the conquest and acquisition of the Phil- 


Hawaii. Their arguments sound as if 
they had been iifted bodily out of a 
democratic hornbook. Indeed, they go 
much farther than conservative demo- 
crats whuld ‘venture. They declare 
that the acquisition and conquest of 
territory is treason, and thus bring an 
abrupt and a thundering charge against 
the republican programme. 

But. what will be the upshot of it? 
Why, when the republicans, stimulated 
by the success of army and navy, pro- 
ceed to declare that acquisition, as well 
as annexation is the manifest destiny 
of the country, these protesting editors 
will fall into line. They will contin- 
ue to grumble and growl, but they will 
support the men and the party commit- 
ted to this policy, and thus help it for- 
ward while protesting against it; and 
they will finally salve their consciences 
by saying that in these days of inter- 
national competition commerce and 
tfade must be conquered. 

This has been.England’s policy—and 
don’t we sneak English, too? And 
if we speak English, why not walk 
English? And more especially since we 
have placed our whole financial system 
in the hands of those who contro! Eng- 
land’s destiny, the international bank- 
ers. The dollar is no longer our unit 
of value. In its place we have the 
English pound sterling, which is the 
basis of the gold standard. 

If our protesting brethren of the east 
believe that the republican leaders in 
congress are moving blindly in this mat- 
ter, they will wake up to* find them- 
selves woefully mistaken. They talk 
about the barbarians who inhabit the 
Philippine islands. Why are they bar- 
barous? Ask the gold syndicate and 
its organs. It is because these islands 
are under the blight of silver. Has the 
great argument has been £0 easily for- 
gotten? 

This being so, how are the inhabitants 
of the archipelago to be civilized and. 
made good citizens? It is as easy as 
falling of a log. It can be done in a 


night, and any office boy of the gold syn~ 


* 


dicate will tell you how. Take these 
unhappy islanders away from their su- 
perstitions. Remove from them the 
curse of silver; take this blight and 
burden from their shoulders; give them 
the goid standard; force them to fal! 
down and worship the British pound 
sterling; and, at ome stroke, in the 
twinkling of an eye, in three shakes of 
a sheep’s tail, they will cease to be 
barbarians and become highly civilized 
and accomplished, able to vote for any 
candidate, to circulate in any society, 
and to play the piano as well’as any- 
body in Boston or Jamaica Plains. 

And if this outline of results seems 
overdrawn, or borders on the miracu- 


lous, we take leave humbly to refer to. 


the discussions of the gold organs in 
1896. We conclude from all this that 
the men who really control the repub- 
lican leaders*-the men who are far 
craftier than the politicians by reason 
of their training, and more powerful by 
reason of the money they can command 
—have set their hearts on a policy of 
conquest and acquisition on the islands 
as the most convenient method of cov- 
ering up the financial issue, which other- 
wise would emerge undimmed fzom the 
smoke and turbulence of war. 

‘We do not say that this is so, 
but that it may be so. Our political 
history during the past twenty years 
has taught us to look far behind the pol- 
iticians for the motives and causes that 
seem to be freshly invented in congress, 
and to discover that most of the republi- 
can puppets (with a few notable excep- 
tions) has a string attachment, a string 
that leads straight to the back office of 
some tsust or syndicate.

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The Hawaiian Business. 

On the face of it, the Hawaiian annex- 
ation scheme seems to be a war meas- 
ure. We trust that this is really its na- 
ture, not -only for the sake of thpse 
democrats who voted for it or sym- 
thize with it, but for the sake of the 
country as well. There are some good 
arguments in favor of annexation, and 
some just as good against it. Whether it 
is a good measure or a bad one depends 
altogether upon the policy to which it 
may lead. Whatever that policy .may 
be it is practically a new one in our 
history, and may lead to remarkable re- 
sults. 

But no matter what the policy, or 
what the result, the point made by Sen- 
ator Bacon against annexation by reso- 
lution holds good. Congress may de- 
clare by resolution that it hereby an- 
nexes the territory and islands known 
as Hawaii, but this territory and these 
fslands will no more be annexed after 
the resolution is passed than they were 
before. A very stupid or a very patri- 
otic congress might go so far as to 
resolve that it hereby annexes the Do- 
minion of Canada; but, in fact, the res- 
olution would be no mofe operative tkan 
a piece of waste paper. The two cases 
are different in degree, but not in kind. 
The resolution would be operative in 
Hawaii merely because certain American 
interests have political control in those 
islands; but it would be just as lawful 
and just as sensible if ‘“‘Hawaii’’ were 
stricken out and ‘‘the Dominion of Can- 
ada” substituted. 

An overwhelming majority of the peo- 
ple of Ireland would be in favor of an- 
nexation to the United States if, the sub- 
ject were broached or discussed among 
them; but would a resolution by con- 
gress make annexation complete? In 
short, as Senator Bacon points out, the 
usual, the lawful procedure is by treaty, 
and when the senate passes the house 
resolution it establishes a precedent that 
strips it of a good deal of its dignity and 
power. 

No matter how forcibly tnese consid- 
erations may strike the democratic sen- 
ators who favor annexation, they will 
have no weight with the republicans, 
who are carried forward in this busi- 
ness by those whose motives have not 
thus far been revealed. 

Among the arguments which they 
present with apparently a sincere be- 
lief in thetr weightiness, is one to the 
effect that now we are engaged in war. 
Hawaii becomes important as a base of 
supplies. Such an argument is per- 
haps natural at this time, but it does 
not strike deeply. Considering the 
character of the war, the condition of 
one of the belligerents, and the fact that 
we already have a coaling and supply 
station on one of the favorably situated 
islands of the group, the necssity of an- 
nexation by resolution (which the next 
congress may repeal) instead of by 
treaty is not so plainly apparent. 

But no matter about that. Word has 
gone up and down the line and the sen- 
ate seems perfectly willing to embowel 
itself so far as to remove a part of its 
dignity and prerogatives. So far as the 
democrats are concerned, the matter is 
not one to caucus about, but we have 
our fears that the annexation will re- 
turn to vex them. We trust not, but we 
have our fears. We have never yet 
seen democrats acting with a republican 
majority that they did not come to re- 
gret it. This is not because the repub- 
lican majority is always wrong on every 
question, but because it has a fatal fa- 
cility for favoring the selfish designs of 
trusts and syndicates instead of pro- 
moting the welfare of all the people. 

The important question now is, what 
does the republican anxiety about Ha- 
waii mean?

TILL THE REUNION 


The Auditorium with Seats for 10,000. Is 
Nearly Ready. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS ARE COMING IN 


Meals Must Be Furnished for Three 
Days to Thousands. 


VETERANS WILL BE THE ONLY GUESTS 


The Impression Has Gone Out That 
Everybody Will Be Entertained 
Free of Charge. 

Me the finance committee, announced 
at yesterday's meeting of the ex- 


eculive committee of the Confederate Vet- 
erans’' Reunion Association that citizens 
had subscribed about $5,500 to the fund for 
entertaining the visiters and paying the 
expenses of the reunion. 

The subscription committees are still at 
work, and they will add to this fund. 

Major J. C. Hendrit, ghairman of the 
committee on halls, stated that the seats 
will all be in the auditorium in a few days. 
He thinks that the auditorium will be 
ready by Saturday night of this week. 

The reunion is just one month off, and 
the reunion committees are determined to 
have everything in readiness for the visit- 
ors by the time they come. The comple- 
tion of the auditorium a month in advance 
Shows the spirit of the moving spirits in 
the reunion. 

A question came up over the extent of the 
entertainment to be given by the associa- 
tion. Secretary Waddell said that he is 
getting many letters asking if the Atlanta 
veterans will entertain military companies 
and other organizations. This matter will 
be made clear in an official circular, the 
Substance of which will be that all veter- 
ans who do not feel able to pay their hotel 
bills: while here can have free sleeping 
quarters and free meals out a. the exposi- 
tion park, where the reunion will be held. 
All veterans while out at the grounds will 
be welcome to meals at tthe commissary. 
They can eat all they want, and as often 
as they choose. It has all along been as- 
sumed that the veterans will not want to 
leave the park and return to the city for 
dinner. Therefore ample provision will be 
made for them to get dinner out at the 
park. But visitors who are not veterans 
will not get admittance to the tables. Every 
delegate and visiting veteran will have a 
badge stating his position. That badge will 
be all that he needs to be admitted to the 
breakfast, diuner or supper tables. No 
badges will be furnished to any one except 
delegates, other visiting veterans and com- 
mittees. 

Captain W. H. Harrison, chairman of the 
badge committee, reported that the issu- 
ance of badges will be guarded very close- 
ly. He has ordered about 18,500 badges. 

Colonel A. J. West stated that ne had 
received a letter from the adjutant general 
of the Missouri veterans, who wrote that no 
railroad rates had been given them, but 
they will send 300 men to Atlanta. 


12,000 Meals a Day. 


“Our guests we cordially invited to eat 
all they wanted and come back whenever 
they got hungry if it was six times a day. 
The hotel fed 36,800 meals, besides sending 
out 350 rations to different camps. 

“We fed the first day, June 22d, 11,600 and 
consumed 4,600 pounds of bread, 32) hams, 
1,420 gallons of coffee, ninety-four gallons 
of pickles, 700 pounds of sugar and sixty 
gallons of buttermilk. 

“June 23d, the second day, served 12,000 
meals: bread 4,600 pounds, hams 200, barbe- 
cue 2,500 pounds, coffee 1,560 gallons, pickles 
125 gallons, 600 pounds sugar, sixty-five gal- 
lons buttermilk. 

“June 24th. third day, 12,800 meals; bread 
4,600 pounds, barbecue 1,500 pounds, hams 
276, coffee 1,705 gallons, pickles 110 gallons, 
buttermilk sixty-five gallons artd 400 pounds 
of sugar, besides what was left over trom 
the day before. 

“To sum up, we used all told at the hotel 
in three days 13,800 pounds of bread, 1v (XK) 
pounds of ham, 4,000 pounds barbecue, 1,689 
gallons coffee, 329 gallons pickles, 1,700 
pounds sugar, 165 gallons buttermilk. 

‘At the close of the third day we had 
some seventy pieces of meat and 300 pounds 
of bread, some coffee, etc., left in our com- 
missary at the hotei, which we gave to ten 
different charitable institutions. 

“We also had left in the warehouse and 
packing house 208 hams, 2,000 pounds flour 
and 3,432 pounds of cornmeal in the bakery, 
on which we could have run another day. 

“About five-sixths of all the provisions 
were sent to us from the different confed- 
erate organizations of the state. The city 
of Nashville furnished the otner one-sixth 
and over $7,000 in money. That great big pa- 
triotic part of Tennessee was in the work; 
o* the workings of the confederate hotet 
for three days there was not a single hitch 
in any department nor of a single .order 
miscarried, 

“T owe a great deal of this to my_ sec- 
ond jn «harge, Major Colonel Hardison, 
and our corps of assistants. 

“Tt must be remembered that this work 
had to be done in thirty days, the site had 
to be selected, the plan c mceived, the 
buildings erected, the plumbing done, pro- 
visions collected amd stored in the packing 
house and voakery, 10,000 pounds of hams 
had to be cooked and 21,000 pounds of barbe- 
cue. Our workiag, force of sixty-seven 
men ‘had to be organized, men suitable for

In many counties, however, there will be 
only one polling place, usually at the 
county seat. In other counties only a few 
precincts will be open. There are very few 
counties in which precinct will be 
open today. 

The vote will be necessarily light, There 
is only one contest, that between Justice 
W. H. Fish for re-election and Judge 
George F. Gober: of the ,Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit, who is a candidate for the full term 
against him. Friends of both claim that 
their respective candidate will win today. 
It was conceded by all that the farmers 
will not be likety to turn out very strong. 
In some counties the lawyers are taking 
an active part for their preference, and 
they will bring out some votes, but. their 
influence wiil be exerted chiefly at the 
county seats. 

A Savannah man who was here yester- 
day, said that the situatien down there had 
changed recently. As is well known, there 
are two political factions in the Forest 
Cify—the Liberal Club and the Citizens’. 
Until recently the Liberals were for Judge 
Fish and the Citizens for Judge Gober. 
Then the Liberals indorsed Judge Gober, 
and it is said the Citizens have turned to 
Judge Fish. But the Citizens’ club had 
decided not to take part in the primary, 
at least not for the nomination of repre- 
Sentatives for the legislature. The mem- 
bers of the bar are taking some interest in 
the judiciary primary, and they will bring 
out many of their friends. 

North Georgia is conceded to Judge Gober 
and south Georgia to Justice Fish. The 
rest of the state is fighting ground. The 
campaign thas been very short, and the 
people have not been stirred up very much 
over it. The result is a gambie.

HAS RETURNED FROM TAMPA 


Brought the News with Him and Is 


Preparing Te Leave, 


MADE EFFORTS T@ REMAIN IN SERVICE 


His Endeavors Were Fruitless and He 
Is Adjudgell Physically Unable to 
« Command a Regiment in 
Present War—Has Hon- 
orable Record. 


COLONEL HENRY C. COOK, LATE 
cammandant of the Fifth infantry, United 
States regulars, hag been retired. He ar- 
rived at the post yesterday morning, hav- 
ing come direct from Tampa, where he 
appeared before the army medical] examin- 
jug board and was subjected to an exami- 
nation. The board decided that he was un- 
able to stand the hard service of a cam- 
paign and that his physical condition is 
such that he canmot carry on his duties. 

The news of Colonel Cook’s retirement 
was known before he arrived yesterday 
morning to a very few of ‘his friends at 
the fort, but was not generally known until 
yesterday,morning, when the news reached 
the adjutant’s office. Colonel Cook was met 
when he came on the train with the usual 
cordiality and began at once to make prep- 
arations to leave Fort McPherson. 

As soon as he has his personal effects 
and property and that of his family in 
shape he will go to Rhode Island, where 
he will have his future residence, This will 
require only a few days and then the colo- 
nel will say goodby to his friends and to 


the army. 

It has been about a week since Colonel 
Cook left Fort McPherson for Tampa, 
where he had been ordered to go before 
the medical examining board. A thorough 
examination was made of his physical con- 
dition and his power of endurance to stand 
an arduous campaign that will be incum- 
bent on all those who go with the army 
into Cuba was not sufficient to allow him 
to remain. 

Colone] Cook has a complication of trou- 
bles, any of which, it is said, would cause 
his retirement. The board which examined 
Colonel Cook was composed of the follow- 
ing: 

Major General John J. Coppinger, Briga- 
dier General Abraham K. Arnold, Brigadier 
General Hamilton 8S. Hawkins, Chief’ Sur-

Every effort was made by Colonel Cook 
and his friends to have him retained in the 
service, but none of these seem to have 
availed over the stringent rules of the ex- 
amining >oard. Before war was declared 
between Spain and the United States 
Colonel Cook was ordered with his regi- 
ment to report to Tampa. He went there 
and it was published in The Constitution 
at that time that he would be retired. 

He was before the examining board and 
after the first examination the board re- 
ported that he be retired. Colone] Cook was 
soon ordered back to Fort McPherson and 
immediately secured a leave of ten days. 
This was granted. He left Atlanta and it 
fis said that he went to Washington, where 
he appeared before high army officials, 
asked not to be retired and entered a re- 
quest to be sent with his regiment to the 
Philippines. 

The board looked kindly upon his re- 
quest, but the medical board at Tampa pro- 
tested against its decision in Colonel Cook’s 
case being overruled. As a result Colonel 
Cook, after returning to Fort McPherson, 
was ordered again to report to the exam- 


ining board at Tampa. 


Colonel Cook has had a long and worthy, 


service in the United States army. His ca- 
reer dates from 1861, when at the outbreak 
of the war he was made a second lieuten- 
ant of volunteers on June 5, 1861. He was 
honorab]y mustered out of the volunteer 
service on August 7th of the same year 
and was made a first lieutenant of regu- 
lars and assigned to the Sixteenth infantry. 
He was made captain of the same regi- 
ment on September 25, 1864, and was trans- 
ferred to the Second infantry on April 17, 
1869. 

He was made major of the Thirteenth 
infantry on February 27, 1887, and was pro- 
moted to a lieutenant colonelcy on June 2, 
1892, and assigned to the Fourth infantry, 
He was made colone! of the Fifth infantry 
on April 17, 1897. 

Colonel Cook ‘served with distinction 
through the civil war arnf@ was breveted 
captain for gallant and meritorious ser- 
vices in the battle of Atlanta, at Jones- 
boro. He was wounded in this battle. He 
has been in Atlanta over a year and has 
made a large mumber of friends who re- 
gret to see him go to make his residence 
in another state. 

His successor has not been named.

MAY YET BR SAVED 


Judge Joha §. Candler Believes His Mind 
Is Afflicted with Disease. 


HE SUGGESTS IMPRISONMENT 


The Prisoner Has Never Been Tried for 
Miss Slack’s Murder. 


IF HE RECOVERS COULD THEN BE TRIED 


Prison Commissioners May Commute 
His Sentence to Life Im- 
prisonment.

DPWARD C. FLANAGAN, who has 

been three times convicted of murder 

of Mrs. Nancy Allen, has a brighter 
prospect for life just now than he has had 
at any time since the double murder on 
the night of December 31,- 1896. 

An application hag been filed with the 
prison commission for a commutation of 
hig sentence to imprisonment for life. 

The application derives its special 
strength from a letter written by Judge 


: John 8. Caridler, who presided at all three 


of Flanagan’s trials. Judge Candler says 
that he is in gsome doubt about Flanagan's 
sanity at the present time. He has never 
been tried for the murder of Miss Ruth 
Slack and it is suggested by the judge 
and also by the prisoner’s attorneys, 
Messrs. George C. Spence and Glenn & 
Rountree, that if he is allowed to remain 
in prison for a year or two his mental] con- 
dition will either improve or grow worse. 
If he shows evidence of being sane, he can 
be tried for the murder of Miss Slack. No 
date has been set for a hearing of the 
commission. Colonel Glenn's serious illness 
prevented any arrangement being made 
when the application was first filed and his 
death, of course, prevented his associates 
from taking any steps yesterday. 

The application for commutation .recites 
the history of the double tragedy and 
Flanagan's three trials. It is stated that 
paranoia, the mental disease from which he 
appears to be suffering, is slow in develop- 
ment, but in the course of a year or two 
the symptoms wil] either disappear or grow 
worse and leave no room for doubt. 

Judge Candler’s Letter. 

Judge Candler’s letter wil no doubt save 
Flanagan’s life for the present at least. 
It is as follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., June 18, 1898.—To the Hon- 
orable Prison Comm:ssion State of Georgia: 
Gentlemen: In obedience to your requesc in 
the matter of application for commutation 
of sentence of Edward C. Flanagan, sen- 
tenced to death for murder of Mrs, Nancy 
C. Allen, in DeKalb county, I beg to say: 

‘‘l had hoped on the trial of the case in 
the superior court that the Jury would see 
fit to recommend life imprisonment. On 
the special defense of paranoia I believe 
him to be technically responsible, but 
that his mind is afflicted by some disease 
I have no doubt, and I think-all the phy- 
sicians who have examined him agree 
with me in this view. He is under indict- 
ment for another murder, and after a 
year or two in the penitentiary, under the 
care of competent physicians, it will be 
settled with absolute certainty as to wheth- 
er this view is correct; and if he is shown 
then to be of sound mind he can be tried 
on the other indictment, with a certainty 
of being convicted. If he should not im- 
prove, then his condition would be estab- 
ed. If he is not of sound mimd he ought 
not to hang. There is now some doubt in 
my mind as to his sanity, and, pending his 
motion for a new trial, I think it would be 
proper to commute his sentence. Most 
respect@ully, JOHN 8.

Dr. McDaniel’s Letter. _ 

Dr. McDaniel, the county physician, who 
has made frequent examinations of Fiana- 
gan, and has watched his condition closely, 
writes the following to the commission: 

“To the Honorable Prison Commission, 
State of Georgia.—Gentlemen: I am inform- 
ed that an appeal is now before your body 
for commutation of sentence of Kdward C. 
Flanagan, sentenced to death for the mur- 
der of Mrs. Nancy C. Allen, in DeKalb 
county. While from my personal knowledge 
of the said Flanagan 1 believe him to be 
technically respcnsible, but from his family 
history, his physical degeneracy and not 
being able to say positively from my own 
persona] Knowledge that he was sane at 
the time the crime was committed. I 
would recommend that his sentence be 
commuted fcr life, and if his mental condi- 
tion becomes more abnormal, the ends of 
justice will have been met, but if..on the 
other hand, he doeg not degenerate men- 
tally, there is another charge of murder 
against him for which he .could be tried.

Edward C. Flanagan was told of the 
death of his faithful legal friend, Colonel 
Ww. oc. Glenn, last night for the first time, 
when he was visited at the jai] by a rep- 
resentative of The Constitution. The pris- 
oner was informed at the same time of the 
strong probability of his now getting a life 
sentenee, since Judge Candler had peti- 
tioned the board of pardons for a comnu- 
tation of the sentence of death to lize im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary. 

The man was truly grieved when he 
heard of the death of the attorney, who 
stood so faithfully between him and the 
gallows for so long, and unto whose ef- 
forts--hée now owes his‘ life; at the same 
time it’was plain t6.gee that he was over- 
joyed at the prospect of a deliverance from 
the hangman’s rope. When he was first 
told of the death of Colonel Glenn he Start- 
ed from his~bed, Where he was sitting 
smoking a cigarette, as if he had been 
Stricken, He turned to the jailer and 
asked with a tremor in his voice: 

“Is that the truth?” 

“Yes, your friend, Colonel 
dead,’’ the jailer told him. . 

Flanagan sank upon his couch’ and buried 
his face in his hands. 

“He -was a good and true friend to you, 
Flanagan,”’ said the jailer. 

He Was His True, Tried Friend. 

“My God, don’t I know that,” he replied. 
“If it hadn’t been for him I would either 
have been hanged by the sheriff or lynched 
long ago, and now that he is gone they 
will kill me certain. Oh, Lord, what mist 
I do!” 

Then, jumping from the couch, he ex- 
claimed, as he waved his hands about 
him frantically: 

“I. believe it is geome trick to get me into 
the hands of the mob. I will write Colonel 
Glenn a letter and tell him to come to me, 
and he will come. He has never failed me 
and he won’t fail me now.” 

The jailer talked to him quietly for a 
few minutes and finally convinced him 
that the man who had stood by him so 
long was really beyond the call of human 
voices. ‘ 

By the dim candle light that flickered 
about the narrow cel] and cast weird shad- 
ows on the grim walls, Flanagan moaned 
and rocked himself from side to. side. 
When he looked up his blear eyes were 
filled with tears. He dashed his grimy 
hands across his face and asked question 
after question about Colonel Gienn’s iil- 
ness and death. He was told that Colonel 
Glenn was taken gick on the first day of 
the last trial at Decatur and that he. had 
never been well since. That he died peace- 
fully and would be laid to rest this morn-

$10,000 in Money and Machinery Has 
Been Subscribed for School.

LEGISLATURE HAS PROMISED $10,000 


‘Building for the New Department Will 
Be Erected and Work Begun Be- 
fore Legislature Convenes. 


— 


‘EXTILE department will soon be 

.dded to the Georgia Schoo) of Tech- 

iology. This unexpected announcement 
was made at the closing exercises of the 
school yesterday morning by President 
Lyman Hall, who up to the time had kept 
the matter a secret from everyone except 
tWo or three members of the faculty. 

At the last session of the legislature a 
billwas introduced by Hon. John T. Boifeuil- 
let, of Bib providing for an appropria- 
tion with wich to add a texfile department 
to the Technological school. 

Few who were interested in the success 
of the measure had any idea that it would 
Pass the house, and it was only introduced 
to keep the school before the attention of 
the legislature and to let the members khow 
what was needed by the scien#fic branch 
of the university. It was thotght that ff 
the bill was brought up at thé last session 
and then sprung on the legislature again 
the following term, they would final- 
ly get tired of hearing it read and pass it. 

When the bill was reached at the last ses- 
sion one member of the house moved that 
an appropriation of $10,000 be made, pro- 
vided that the trustees and friends of the 
school would raise an equal sum 
to put with the amount appropriated and 
giving a limited time in which to collect 
the subscriptions. ) 

The friends of the Technological school 
willingly accepted the proposition, although 
no one had an idea that the appropriation 
would ever be realized and the much-needed 
tetxilé department built. 

A movement to raise the $10,00 was be- 
gun at once, and those at the head of the 
movement never ceased their labor until 
the time allotted by the legislature had ex- 
pired. That time expired yesterday, and 
when President Hall calmly announced in 
his address at the éxercises that the Tech- 
nological school was ready with its part 
of the $20,009, the large audience broke into 
a storm of applause. The trustees even 
knew nothing of the matter, and’ they were 
taken as much by surprise as the rest of 
the audiénce. President Hall said: 

“The legislature promised to give us the 
appropriation if we would get up an equal 
amount of money and the machinery nec- 
essary for the department, and it gives 
me pleasure to announce that we have 
performed our part of the contract. This 
is the first announcement of this impor- 
tant fact. 

“It only remains for the legislature to 
turn over the amount appropriated, the 
trustees to formally authorize a textile de- 
partment and the governor of the state to 
give his. sanction to the bill and then the 
work will soon begin on the new building.”’ 

A textile department has long been de- 
sired by the faculty and trustees of the 
college, and now it is practically assured. 

The new branch will add much to the 
usefulness of the Technological school, and 
greatly increase the number of the stu- 
dents attending the institution. It will be 
the only textile school in the state, and 
many of the young men in the south who 
are compelled to go to the schools in the 
north for an education on this line, will 
have an opportunity to learn nearer home 
in the future. 

In speaking of the new department for 
the school, President Hall said yesterday: 

“It will require probably six edditional 
professors for the faculty to properly con- 
duct ‘the textile branch. We will be able 
to teach the manufacture of cotton goods 
in all the stages of its production from the 
time the raw materia] leaves the field to 
the finished product that comes out of the 
looms. There will, of course be a number 
of departments to the work that no man 
could attend to by himself. The work of 
spinning, weaving and dyeing will all be 
separate im the textile school and all of 
them will be under different, superintend- 
ants. A chemist will be necessary to teach 
the art of dyeing the cloth as this is prob- 
ably one of the most important features 


of the course.” 


W. C. T. U. WORK IN AUGUSTA. 


Ladies of the W. C. T. U. Who Have 
Interested Themselves in Mission 
Work Have Done Much. 

The Woman's Christian ‘Temperance 
Union of Augusta has been doing a great 
amount of work in the mission field in 
that city and a letter received in the city 
from Mrs. W. C. Sibiey, president of the 
state Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union, and who took a prominent part in 
the recent convention held in Atlanta, 
says that in an existence of two years the 
women who have interested themselves in 
the work of saving fallen women and the 
children of the vicious have accomplished 

a great deal, 

They have bought a lot and bullt a home 
upon it and are free from taxes by insti- 
tuting a chapel in which religious services 
are held, A Christian union mission ‘has 
been established on the corner of Marbury 
and Reynolds streets in the heart of th 
Slums of the city and has succeeded in 
Saving about seventy women of ill fame 
and brought them to better lives. Out of 
this number only a very few have returned 
to their immoral lives after being feform- 
ed by the mission. Three houses of ill 
fame have been closed.

Early yesterday morning Professor Wil- 
son called the chambermaid to his room 
and asked that she call Dr. Murphy, who. 
lived near. Professor Wilson retired Tues- 
day night suffering slightly from rheuma- 
tism. He was not ill and had spent the 
afternoon in the city, attending to various 
business matters which claimed his atten- 
tion. Tuesday afternoon when he reached 
home he complained of feeling a little the 
worse for his trip to the city on account 
‘of a slight attack of rheumatism which the 
trip had doubtless brought about. 

He insisted that he was not ill and after 
'e night’s rest would be in the best of% 
health. He retired as usual, rather early, 
and spent an easy, restful night. When the 
chambermaid left his room yesterday 
morning with the message to summon Dr. 
Murphy, Professor Wilson's daughter went 
up to his room to see how he was resting. 
She reached the room not less than five 
minutes after the chambermaid had left. 
On the bed, half dressed, was her father. 
He was dead, and evidently died without 
the slightest idea of the spproach of 
death. 
The rheumatic attack had reached his 
heart and in the passing of a second death 
eame. The funeral will occur Friday morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock. Dr, Barnett will con- 
duct the funeral service, as Professor Wil- 
son Was a *oonsdcrated and consistent 
member of Dr, Barnett’s church—the First 

Presbyterian, 

Was a Pioneer Citizen. 

Professor Wilson was a pioneer citizen 
of Atlanta, having become a@ citizen of the. 
place in 184, before the city had sprung 
into existence. He was true to his friends 
and loyal to his purposes and principle, and 
though a union man when the subject of 
secession came about, he found that he had 
not lost the respect of his neighbors, al- 
though he had taken a position which in 

* that time of war crisis was supposed to be 
even dangerous on account of the storm of 
public sentiment. 

He did not hesitate to say that he was 
unionist, but there was nothing of the bra- 
wado in his conduct. To all who asked him 
what he thought of the war and the po- 
litical situation which came with the strife, 
he frankly responded that he was in favor 
of the union, and as such was opposed to 
the condition in the south and could not 
be in sympathy with the popular southern 
idea. 

Professor Wilson—for when the war 
broke out he had taught here more than 
five years—decided it was wise for Various 
reasons to pass through the lines and x0 
north, where his position was not regarded 
with such disfavor. He told his friends in 
Atlanta that he was not running away to 
escape the public scorn and the storm of 
public sentiment, but that he intended to 
leave publicly and to return, when the 
clouds passed away. And he performed his 
promise, for he returned as soon as Lee 
surrendered and he returned as he went 
away, a unionist republican. And as such 
he lived and voted up to the time of his 
death. 

Arrested in Alanta. 

’’ Professor Wilson was arrested in Atlan- 
ta, however, before leaving the city, and 
bis arrest and the result of his application 
for a writ of habeasscorpus has since be- 
come a part of the interesting history of 
the war days in Atlanta. 

When the declaration was made in ’'62 
that martial law had been declared, there 
Was an abrupt change in the condition of 
affairs in Atlanta and there were many 
who were searching for some one upon 
whom they might satisfy their desire to 
punish those who were unfavorable to the 
cause and principles of the south. 

Professor Wilson was arrested. He had 
openly stated that he was a unionist, and- 
when the opportunity came he was placed 
in jail. 

On the way to the jail the guard asked 
him what he intended to do and how he 
thought he could get out of jail.

Review of Recent Years. 

After his residence in Savannah Profes- 
sor Wilson returned to Atianuia, where he 
lived until the day of nis death.

After one , 
service in this position he was elected ase 
sistant superintendent of the city schools. 

Then Professor Wilson took charge c? 
the Marietta street schoo] he began a series 
of reforms which brought about an entirely 
new condition of affairs. The school, it was 
claimed, was not disciplined and that dis- 
order was frequent. 

Professor Wilson believed, as did his fore- 
fathers, that to spare the rod -was to spoil 
the child and as soon as he becaine princi- 
pal he issued sweeping instructions that 
all offenders should be punished with a 
liberal application of the rod. The change 
brought about a conflict between the teach- 
er and the pupil, but Professor Wilson vas 
a firm man and he also could secure the 
confidence of his pupils. In this mauner he 
won in his fight for reforms and the school 
soon began to love their new principal. 

During his connection with the cily 
schools Professor Wilson also taught in 
the Walker street school, but at the time 
his connection with the schools was séver- 
ed, which was last year, he was in the 
Marietta stréet school, where he ‘first ke- 
gan his work in connection with Atlanta's 
public school system. 

It was Que to the work of Professor Wil- 
son that the rigid discipline of the schccls 
was brought about in a great degree. 
When he first took charge of the Marietta 
street school the pupils were accustomed to 
enter the building in disorder wnen the 
bell rang. He required every class to line 
up and to enter the building at the tap of 
the bell, a certain tay meaning a particular 
class.

As he was talking to 
Woodward, Brotherton came up unexpect- 
ediy and saying: ‘You know what you 
are’’ and struck the alderman a blow be- 
tween the eyes, breaking his eyeglasses and 
slightly bruising his/face. Woodward stag- 
gered back a few steps and before he could 
recover himself Brotherton was under ar- 
rest. The officer said he had seen Brother- 
ton ina saloon during the evening drinking 
beer. 

Sergeant Abbott testified that che’ had re- 
ceived notice that Brotherton had@ threaten- 
ed to fight Woodward ‘on the first oppor- 
tunity. 

Woodward made the following statement:

Brotherton’s statement was as follows: 

“I made no threats against (Mr. W ood- 
ward and the meeting with him was purei?

Two or three witnesses testified that they 
saw Brotherton just after the difficulty and 
he was not drunk. 

Recorder Calhoun was of the opinion that 
Brotherton was sober and {hat ‘there was 
no testimony showing that he was drunk. 

“I do not know whether what Mr. Wood- 
ward wrote about Captain Brotherton was 
true or not,’”’ said the recorder, “and it 
makes no difference. for the law does not 
recognize published cards as sufficient 
provocation to justify. an assault. An op- 
probious epithet justifies a blow when it is 
made to a man’s face.” 

The recorder. fined Brotherton $15 and 
costs. Notice was given that the case would 
be taken to a higher court an@ the fine was

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and Reno, ranking in the order given, 
jeft the camp where they had spent the 
night before, going in different directions. 
Reno was on the extréme left, 
the center and Benteen was on the extreme 
right, the latter having in his rear the

Reno first struck the Indian trafl for 
which the officers were in search. He at 
once dispatched a courier to Custer, tell- 
ing him to come, and the two met at the 
mouth of the valley which has since be- 
come famous: Before proceeding on the 
trail Colonel Keogh sent to General RBen- 
teen a dispatch by a trumpeter, telling 
him to cOme as quickly as possible, bring- 
ing along the pack train. 

Generat Benteen turned sharply to the 
left and after a hard ride came to the 
crest of the hill leading to the valley. 
Sounds of firing were heard in front of his 
division, ‘but before he could a@vanee the 
men of Reno’s division came rushing to- 
ward him in full retreat. 

They were closely pursued by the Indians 
and had they contmuegd their retreat would 
have met the same fate as Custer. Gen- 
era] Benteen, Knowing all this, quickly put 
his forees in battle array and@ threw out a 
picket line. The stampeded soldiers were 
sorraled and ag soon as they became cool 


were allowed to pass the pickets into the 


line. The onrush of the Indians was re- 
pulsed and when night eame jit found 
Benteen’s forces in battle array fighting the 
Indians and repulsing every rush charge. 

During the day General Benteen heard 
the sound of continual firing in the valley 
and the fact was remarked that thé sav- 
ages appeared ioth to charge. There were 
few of them and they contented themselves 
with long distance shots. Late in the af- 
ternoon the firing in the valley ceased and 
or Indians swarmed like bees up the hill- 
side. 


massacre of Custer and his men had 


oOmpleted and the savages, with the 


blood still warm on their knives. and with 


the excitement of their horrible victory 
still fresh in their minds sought in Ben- 
teen’s forces new victims. The Indians 
outnumbered the whites ten to one and 
Soo nhad them surrounded, but Benteen 
with wonderful coolness rode along his 
lines encouraging his men toa fight. 

The story of his rescue is known to all 
readers of American history. Ralfef came 
and the soldiers who had been for several 
nights without sleep were in a terrible state 
of exhaustion. For this service General 
Benteen was again brevetted. One year 
later he again distinguished himself when 
the opportunity offered, as he had done on 


all previous occasions, while cagrpaigning | 


against the Perce Indians. He ¢ retired 
in 1886, from the Ninth cavalry, then sta- 
tioned at Fort Robinson. 

His last two brevet commissions were as 
follows: 

“Cotonel, for gallant and. meritorious eon- 
duct in an engagement with hostile Indians 
on the Saline river, Kansas, August 


1868. 

‘“Rrigadier general, far gallant services in 
action against Indians on the Little Piz 
Horn. Montana, Juna 25th anA 2. 18%. and 
in action against Indians at Canyon creek, 
Montana, September 13, 1877.’’ 


In 1841. while he was a lieutenant. Gen- 


era] Benteen married and his wife still sur_\ 


vives him, He also leaves one son, Dr. F. 
ww. \Benteen, of this citv, and one sister, 
“Mrs. Henrietta Fairbanks. General Ben- 
teen was reared in Petersburg with Maior 
J. Van Holt Nash, and despite the fact 
that they chose opposite sides during the 
civil war. thev have been life tone friends. 

After his retirement General Bérteen and 
Major Nash continued the frien4shin form- 
ea when they were bovs together and until 
the dav of General Benteen's death the 
two were inserarahle. 

At the funeral. services. this afternoon a 
special detail of p*ivates will act as pall- 
hearers.

CONDUCTOR BADLY BEATEN 


Row Started by a Drunken Soldier Re- 
| fusing To Pay His Fare. 


TWO HUNDRED SOLDIERS WERE ON HAND 


Six Street Cars Were Blockaded—Ten 
Arrests Were Made—Conductor 
Sawyers Seriously Hurt. 

[J pherson caused a small riot last night”

er streets. Two hundred of the soldiers who 
had been on the Traction cars were mixed 
up in a genera] row and fight. The police 
reserve was called out, and ten arrests 
were made. The patrol wagons were kept 
running for two hours. Men’s faces were 
beaten up. Ladies were insulted and 
terribly frightened, and the police had a 
hard time catching the offenders. 

It was about 10 o'clock that a telephone 
message was sent to the police barracks 
for help, an@ Captain Jennings with ‘the : 
reserve hastened to the scene as fast ag 
the double team could carry them. 

Six cars had become blockaded, and when 
the officers readhed the place it looked as 
if a general riot was zo0ing on. 

Conductor James Sawyers had his face 

beaten almost into a pulp; a-motorman had 
his head cut open: two male passengers 
were \bruised about the face, and thrée ar 
four of the soldiers had black eyes ane 
bloody heads and faces. 
, But for the timely arrival of the police 
there is no telling what might have hap- 
pened, for several of the soldiers were 
cursing and using the most obscene lanh- 
guage in the presence of ladies on the cars 
and were applying the most revolting epi- 
thets.

How the Row Started. 3 

The whole row started because a soldier 
named 8S. Shannon refused to pay his car 
fare. Conductor Sawyers asked him for the 
fare three or four times and received 
only curses and abuse. The car was 
stopped at the corner of Richardson and 
Cooper streets to put Shannon off and 
then the fight began. Shannon struck the 
conductor, and a dozen of the soldiers cried 
out: 

“Give it to the rebel, we will back you!” 

The conductor secured an iron crank frem 
his motor and tried to use it to defend 
himself. Ghannon wrenched it from him 
and used it with terrible effect. 

The motorman went to the assistance of 
the conductor and other soldiers backed up 
Shannon. The leading man in the moeb 
was James Sweeney, it is said, who came 
direct from the Bowery. 7 

By this time the fight became general be- 
tween the street car men, backed by sev- 
eral citizens, and the soldiers. 

Patrolmen Mayo and Dorsey, who werte on 
another car coming into the city, arrived 
on the scene and they went into the fray 
and succeeded in getting Sweeney and three 
other drunken soldiers off to a ca}l box. 

Police Reserve Arrives 

..The reserve arrived and Captain Jennings 
immediately undertook to restore order. 
There was a little lieutenant who thought 
his authority ought to be asserted and he 
began to talk impertinently to Captain Jen- 
nings. This went on for quite a while until 
the captain quietly told the Heutenant that 
if he didn’t shut up and behave himself ‘he 
would be locked up along with the rioters. 

Mayo and Dorsey had sent four soldiers to 
the police barracks and Captain Jennings 
sent in five more. Later Shannon was cap- 
tured after a long chase by Patrolman 
Stanley and sént to the barracks, making 
ten arrests altogether. 

Conductor Sawyers was so seriously hurt 
by the blows on his head that he had to 
be taken to a physician. 

James Sweeney when taken to the bar- 
racks proceeded to curse out the whole po- 
lice department. He knocked down Bud 
Kimbrough, one of the city prisoners. after 
he was locked up, and the only thing to 
quiet Sweeney was to plece him in the dun- 


geon. 

The fight occurred immediately in front 
of Captain $stmer’s residence and near 
where Patrolman Carlisle tives. Both of 
these officers gave valuable assistance in 
subduing the rioters. 

When the fight was about over the street 
car men at first declined to go on to Fort 
McPherson, but when they were assured 
that all the rioters were under arrest they 
took the other passengers to the fort. 

Were a Disorderly Crowd. 

It was reported to the police eariy in the 
evening that there were a number of sol- 
diers.tn the city behaving very Doisterously 
and the gang reported were a part of those 
who were engaged in the street car fight.

Prime on Crop Situation. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, June 18.—While the country had 
to contend at the opening of the present 
week with more or jess rain, yet 1 inink 
taking the general outlook as a whole we 
have seen the worst of the wet season. 
Still we cannot tell what a day will bring 
forth, and very often when our surround- 
ings are pointing in one way the final out- 
come develops just the opposite. 

One ge, is very certain and that is the 
country will suffer very materially with any 
more rain during the next ten days. The 
country is literally soaked with water yet. 

We have finished up planting the corn 
crop at last. It has been a long, dreary 
unsatisfactory job to get the corn into the 
ground. The corn crop of the whole coun- 
try is now from ten to twenty days late 
so far as planting is concerned. Of course 
corn could not receive its proper cultivation 
under these  circfimstanees. It varies in 
height from four to twelve inhes high. No 
matter what kind of weather we may have 
in the near future with all the work which 
must be actually done corn cannot receive 
its usual cultivation. We are now within 
fourteen days of the 4th of July, and corn 
ought to have been thoroughly cultivated 
by that time and laid by or in other words 
cultivation will cease and then the crop 
will have to take care of itself. Taking the 
crop situation from many standpoints and 
the outlook Is not encouraging. 

The harvest of the early winter wheat is 
in progress in the southern portion of the 
winter wheat belt. The late winter wheat 
is still filling out. We may possibly harvest 
some of the late wheat by the first week of 


uly. 
The spring wheat still continues to hold 
its own. No more moisture ts needed until 
the crop commences to head out. 

The whole country is waiting arfxiously 
upon the movement of the new wheat crop. 
t will come to us this year under very dif- 
ferent circumstances than the crop of 1897. 
The farmers in the wheat belt having re- 
celved such extraordinarily high prices for 


prices for thelr corn and oats that they will 
be in no great hurry to get their wheat to 
markef, unless prices are much better than 
they are today. Farmers can ho'd their 
wheat just as easily as the elevator com- 
panies can themselves.. There must be a 
very large home demand to satisfy before 
the crop at any event will begin to move 
to grain centers. _

The question of a lieutenant colo- 
nel has been discussed thoroughly and it 
is thought the name of one of the candi- 
dates for this position will be mentioned 
today. Captain Erwin, it is c’aimed, is 
now in the lead in the favor of those who 
have the power of appointing, and it is 
believed by his friends that he will get the 
position, 

Captain Erwin still has the position of 
aid on General Gordon's staff open to him 
but has not accepted, as he wishes to fin- 
ish some business in his office relating 
to the formation of the old regiments.

The Salary System Is Recommended 
Instead of Fees—Jurors Against 
Chert for Roads. 

[some important recommendations in 

its regular presentments yesterday 
morning. The jurors favor several mate- 
rial changes in the government of the 
county, and are not sparing of their criti- 
cism of people and things with whom they 
have found fault. 

The jury recommends that the county 
board be increased to nine Members, six 
to be taken from Atlanta and three from 
the country districts, with the terms so 
arranged that the terms of not more than 
three shall expire during one year. The 
jurors also favor the election of the com- 
missioners by the grand jury instead of 
by the people. 

It is recommended that the exorbitant 
fees charged by attorneys in receivership 
cases be reformed. The jurors believe that 
equity and fairness demand that adequate 
indemnity bond be executed before such 
proceedings are instituted. 

Attention is called to the fact that Ful- 
ton county owns less than one-twentieth 
of the taxable property of the state and 
pays more than one-ninth of all state 
taxes. The jury recommends that there be 
more equalization along this line. 

The fee system comes in for « 2004 deal 
of criticism, and the jurors recommend that 
the salary system be adopted, showing that 
$69,000 annually could be saved to the tax- 
payers thereby. 

The jurors say that the law enacted 
by the last legislature making persuns liv- 
ing in corporate towns ineligible to hold 
positions on county boards of education is 
pernicious in its effect and should be re- 


pealed. 


The jurors strongly advocate the estab- 
lishment of a state reformatory.

GRAND JURY MAKES REPORT. 


General Presentments Were Han7ied 
the Court Yesterday Morning. 
The Report in Full, 


To the Hon. J. H.. Lumpkin, Judge Supe- 
rior Court Fulton County, Georgia—We, the 
grand jury,, chosen and sworn for the 
spring term of the superior court of. Ful- 
ton county, for 1898, respectfully submit 
the following report anq recommendations, 
classified under the following ‘heads: Coun- 
ty Convicts, State Convicts, Almshouse, 
Roads and Bridges, Public Buildings, Tax- 
ation, Perfsions, Justice of* Peace, Schoo! 
Comm'ssioners, State Reformatory, Exces- 
sive Receivership Fees, Fee System, Houses 
of Ill-Fame, Grand Jury, County Commis- 
s-oners, Detective Department. 


County Convict Camp. 


On Wednesday, June 15, 1898, there were 
432 convicts—38 whites,.all maies;. 23 women, 
all negroes; 371 negroes, males: total 482. 

All in good physical condition, excepting 
seventeen patients in the hospital at Bell- 
wood and a few in the hospital of the sum- 
mer camps. As a rule they all appeared 
contented. We must reiterate and urge 
what has been recommended by the grand 
jury, fabl term of 1897, viz: That the Hum- 
phries street barracks should be sold. We 
found these barracks in bad condition and 
the bu‘lding. is entirely too smal) for the 
number of men confined therein. We also 
find that the sanitary condition of the 
camp amounts to almost criminal negli- 
gerce. So much so, that the committee 
appointed to look into this camp could hard. 
ly remain in the building long enough to 
make a satisfactory investigation. We rec- 
ommend that this location be abolished at 
once, and the prisoners who are being held 
at this camp be removed to a camp better 
suited to the requirements. 


State Convicts. 


We found in the camp of the Chattahoo- 
chee Brick Company 131 negroes and 32 
whites—tota] 163. The convicts, as a rule, 
appeared to be healthy, well fe@ and hu- 
manely treated, and as happy as people 
could be in their condition. No complaint 
was heard ang in the opinion of the grand 
jury this camp is judiciously and well 
treated.

The premis2s are clean 
and are kept in excellent sanitary condi 
tion. Considering the number of inmsztes 
and improvements made, the expense of 
maintaining this institution is moderate. 
The tctal expense for the year 1897 was 
about $4,800, which, coasidering the work 
which has heen done is, in our opinion, a 
recsonable expenditure and shows cureful 
hardling of the county’s funds. We find 
the superintendent and physician is dis- 
charging thoroughly and well the duties of 
his position. He is ajive to the interests of 
this important department of tné county 
and is master of all the details connected 
with the management of the institution. 
Roads and Bridges. 

The Roswell road is in very bad condi- 
especially this side of the 
Spring church.

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Chattahoochee avenue uires som r 
while Hempnill avenue’ trom, a wigs 
limits to the pumping station and around 
tne reservo'r snould be paved, The coéuaty 
line road between Fuiton ana DeKaio 
counties we find in a wretched condition 
and really impassable in places. We urge 
immediate attention to this road and that 
abuments be constructed to ‘renenment 
creek birdge, which, in its prescnt ¢orndi- 
ton, is necessarily useless, So many of 
our main roads stand in ne<d of. paving 
that we are cofistrained to recommend 
tiat no more new roads be epened until 
the oh! ones are properly paved. 

in no spirit.of tauit finding, we submit 
the following: Fulton county has expend- 
ed in seyenteen-years over $.00,00.0n roads, 
most of them puilt of rubble, tue worst 
of all:pavements. This was miStaken econ- 
omy. The best is the cheapest. True 
ecOnomy dictates. better worth even if 
less area is covered. we suggest that 
proper machinery pe bought for crushing 
stone, and that in future our main roads, 
at least, be constructed in the most ap- 
proved scientific manner. Ample *quanti- 
ties of first-class paving stone, such as 
trap rock or gneiss, are deposited in many 
sections of the county. No more expensive 
experiments, such as chert, should be 
made, These latter roads cost nearly $5,000 
to $10,000 per mile and we fear are but 
temporary. 

Parailel lines of road running near each 
other should not be cunstructed. 

Nhe projected improvement in grading, 
change of route and paving now in course 
of construction on tne Sand Town rvad 
will prove of great benefit ta the farmers 
in Fulton and adjoining counties to bring 
their products to market over this route. 

Our attention has been calied to the 
large amount of work which ia now being 
done within the ¢ity limits by tho county 
board, and we heartily approve of their 
action in this direction; as the city pays a 
large proportion of the taxes of s'ulton 
county, we think that the money snouid 
be equitably spent. 

We embrace the recommendation of the 
preceding grand jury that a road book 
shculd be kept witr map showing location 
of roads, w.dth, length, character of i1n- 
prevements, names or each, when workeil, 
numcter of hends employed, time spent, 
cost per milo and the general ccndition of 
each public ra‘1. 

We think that scme steps should te taken 
t>? induce a more geueral use of wider 
tires on al) vehicles. 

Public Buildings. 

We find all public pruperty sufficiently 
covered by insurance and in fair condi- 
tion, with the exception of the retaining 
wall on the north side of the courtnouse, 
Which needs repairs. . 

The new jail is a building of moat mod- 
ern plan and apparently well carried out, 
and when compieted will refieet credit on 
our county. We commend the work done, 

We recommend that a sufficient amount 
not exceeding $50,000 be appropriated from 
the funds already collected for courthouse 
purposes to build an annex*to the county 
courthouse and to make necessary repairs 
on the- present building. 

County Commissioners. 


In view of the large amount of busineérs 
and the greater. responsibilities in handiing 
Fulton county matters, we earnestly rec- 
ommend that the act authorizing the cler- 
tion of said board of county commissionere 
.be so amended as to make the number of 
commissioners nine and that six be taken 
from Atlanta and three from the country 
districts; terms to be so arranged that 
the terms of not more than three shall 
expire during any one year. 

We recommend also the repeal’ of the 
law electing county commissioners by the 
people and that they be elected originally 
by the grand jury. Under the Jaw as it 
now stands upon our statute hooks, grand 
juries have to perform certain » duties 
which cost the county considerable money, 
and after these duties are faithfully per- 
formed and recommendations made, they 
should in our opinion secure due and catc- 
ful consideration at the hands of those 
whose duty it is to put them in force vr 
else the law regarding the performance 
of the duties ‘hereinbefore referred to should 
be repealed. 


Justice of the Peace. 


We have examined the dockets of all 
officers whose books we could procure. 
They are fairly well kept, although in 
some cases the items of cost were not 
Specified. These corrections were made 
with promise to do better in the future.

Mell R. Wilkerson, Robert T, Baker, 
oh H. Townly, H. H. Newton, J. N. Pay- 
en. 


Excessive Receivership Fees. 


We wish to reiterate and emphasize the 
recommendation of the grand jury of the 
fall term of 1897, as follows: 

“By the fiexible operation of our laws 
a.most any business concern can be 
thrown into the hands of a receiver. This 
is some times hurriedly done at midnight 
and at other unreasonable hours. The in- 
tegrity of our whoie commercial fabric de- 
mands that this ‘snap judgment’ should 
cease. The fees of receivers are now in 
a manner restricted by law, but the fees 
of the attorneys are not, and such fees 
take precedence of all other claims. Equity 
and fairness demand that adequate indem- 
nity bond be executed before such pro- 
ceedings can be instituted and that the 
exorbitant fees of attorneys be radically 
reformed. It also appears to the businegs 
mind that receivers appointed by the court 
should be familiar with the details of the 
business on which they are called upon 
to administer, and not simply as receivers 
of fees.’’ 

We heartily commend and approve the ac- 
tions of his honor, Judge J. H. Lumpkin, in 
of these recommendae- 
tions. 

Houses of IllFame., 


This question has been given earnest con- 
sideration. The grand jury has consulted 
those in authority and most anxious to 
bring about a reformation. We are con- 
strained to handle this evil in a practical 
way, and believe that best results are to 
be attained by the methods now in vogue. 
We recommend that police. authorities of 
the city and county use the utmost dili- 
gence in controlling this evil, restraining 
minors from visiting these houses and pre- 
venting the sale of all intoxicants in them. 


Taxation. 


We wish to emphasize the recommenda- 
tions of former grand juries of this county 
in asking an equalization in both the state 
and county taxes in this connection, we 
desire to call attention to the fact that 
while Fulton county owns less than one- 
twentieth of the taxable property’ of the 
state, it pays more than one-ninth of all 
state taxes. We regard this as a great in- 
justice to the people of this county, and a 
remedy should be found for this unjust 
inequalization of burdens. Taxation is in- 
tended ‘to be. and should be, uniform 
throughout the whole state according to 
the value of property owned, and no ex- 
action or tests should be applied to the 
tax payers of this county, which are not 
exacted or applied to the tax payers of 
other counties when making returns. 

Fee System. 


It is absolutely necessary that the ex- 
penses of the county be reduced to the 
lowest possible amount consistent with 
first-class service by all its officers, We are 
burdened by taxation. We beljeve in full 
remuneration for all honest work perform- 
ed. no more, no less. The courts of the 
county are operated for the benefit of its 
citizens and the necessary expenses are 
heavy. The pay of the county officers un- 
der the present fee system, is, in most

School Commisstoner. 


During the year 1897 the board of educa- 
tion was composed of the following gentle- 
men: Hon. J. M. Liddell. Hon. W. J. 
Northen, Dr. I. 8. Hopkins, Hr. W. P. 
Pattillo anil Mr. T. T. Thomason.’ 

The year 1897 marks a new era in the his- 
tory of the common schoo] education in 
Fulton county. The work done by the board 
of education and the abie county school 
‘commissioner, Hon. R. J. Guinn, in thor- 
oughly systematizing and grading the work 
of the schools has had a most marked 
change for the better. The commissioner 
says: “It has long been considered im- 
practicable to do graded school work in 
ine average rurai school, but the experi- 
ment which the Fulton county board has 
made along this line clearly estabjishes the 
fact that county schools can be graded and 
that with results quite as satisfactory as 
those which come from grading in urban 
schools.”” This has been accompiished in 
Fulton county. Under the present very able 
management the teaching force has been 
very greatly elevated in character and effi- 
ciency. They now compare favorably with 
teachers in any section of the state or in 
our cities. They have increased the inter- 
est of patrons and pupils and through 
their hearty co-operation and efficient help 
the surprising results of the past year have 
been attained. 

Again the commissioner says: ‘“‘Schoo] in- 
terest throughout the county is inrreasing 
very rap'dly. The peopie are thoroughly 
arou to the importance of educating 
their®children and, altogether, it may be 
said that every indication points to a gen- 
eral educational awakening throughout our 
country.” 

On May 7, 1890, the Fulton county board 
of education did not own a single dollar's 
worth of real estate or school furniture. It 
now owns about $8,500, which has cost the 
county $1,800, the balance having been ¢on- 
tributed by the communities interested. 
The work in this line of the gentlemen 
comprising our educational board has been 
surprisingly successful and deserves our 
highest commendation. 

The law enacted by the last legislature 
making persons living in corporate towns 
ineligible to hold positions on county 
boards of education is pernicious in its ef- 
fect and should be repealed. 

We recommend that the county comm('‘s- 
sioners sel] at a nominal price to the schoo: 
hoard for school purposes the lot on the 


Peachtree and almshovse roads. 
State Reformatory. 


We recommend that our next legislature 
take sume steps toward estabiishing a state 
reiormatory as part of their penitentiary 
system so that young eriminais who are 
convicted of petty crimes will not be thrown 
into the same prison with old and harden- 
‘ed criminals. 

Detectives. a 

Murder after murder has been @mmitted 
in Fulton county, but the grand fury has no 
evidence before them upon which they can 
take action. To get this evidence they are 
to a great extent dependent upon the detec- 
tives of this city« They regret to say that 
this evidence has not peen, secured. They 
earnestly request the authorities to make 
more strenuous efforts te bring this crimi- 
nal class to juStice. Tyere seems to be too 
much lethargy in hanc\ag these cases. 

Pensions. 


The grand jury tor the fall term of 1897, 
having examined the last roll of pensioners 
sent out by the commissioner of pensions, 
and as the new roll will. not be made until 
July lst and is only examined once each 
vear, "we refer the examinations of At ‘io 
the grand jury for the coming fail vérm. 

Recommendations. 


We respectfully request his Hon, Judge 
Lumpkin (it he thinks it advisable) that in 
his charges to grand juries in the future he 
ealls their attention to the advisability of 
their reading the previous presentmenis be- 
fore proceeaing to business, ‘These present- 
metits are kept as record by the county 
commissioners. We desire to acknowledge 
the uniform courtesy shown this bedy Dy 
Solicitor Charles D. Hill an@ to commend 
the ability and thoroughness with which 
his duties before us have been discharged. 

We have elected Messrs. James M. Couper 


and R. S. Rusk as expert accountants to 
examine al: public records and report to 
the grand jury at the fall term of the court. 
In taking leave of his honor, Judge Lump- 
kin. we desire to thank him for the con- 
sideration shown this body. The duties of 
the judge of the Atlanta circuits are labor- 
ious and exacting, and we are sure we 
woice the sentiment of the bar and people 
of the circuit when we say ‘hat those 
duties have never been more ably, faith- 
fully and impartially performed than by 
Judge Lumpkin. We note that Judge John 
S. Candler has been appointed by tne gov- 
ernor a colonel in the volunteer service. 
We think the appeintment a good one. As 
judge of aur criminal superior court, his 
dispatch of business has been so expedi:ious 
a&S to result in great saving to the county, 
and his administration of the criminal law 
has been eo impartial and fearless as to 
make it plain that he was the right man 
in the right place.
